Foundation Laid by This Testimony
Will Be Used By Defense To Con-
vince Jury of Widespread Plan to
Wreck Western Federation,

ROISE, Ida, July  2CUommencing
the seventh day of direct examination
of its witnesses this morning the de-
fense in the trial of William In.  Hay-
wood bide fair to exceed by several
days its promise to close within eight
days after the opening speaker,

The foundation laid by the testimony
of the former stenographer of the Pink.
